At the egg laying contest, Storrs 


Agricultural College, Conn., 1,000 
hens of various breeds in the year 
ending October 31, 1916 prooduced 
162,012 eggs or an average of 162 
eggs per hen. 
What is the matter 


with the Licking county hen? Cer- 
tainly no one will say that the soil 
and climate conditions are more fa- 
vorable in Connecticut than in Lick- 
ing county for 
the 
production of 


eggs. 
Is it the breed, the feed or 


the care of the Licking oounty hen 
that she makes such a poor showing? 
Turn out to the poultry 
show in 


Newark, January 2 to- 6 and let us 
see if the problem can not be solved. 


Not all hens are egg producers. At 


the Storrs egg laying contest where 
each hen received the same care, one 
pen, 
10 hens produced in one year 


2265 eggs of 
an 
average of 226.5 


eggs per hen while the lowest pro- 
ducing pen yielded but 924 eggs of 
92 4 eggs per hen but the Licking 
county hen does not equal the poor- 
est at Storrs. This is the fifth year 
of the egg laying contest at Storrs. 
The second year the hens produced 
an average of 156 eggs.

change has been made in their care 
and feed but a great deal of atten- 
tion has been given to selection and 
breeding and a wonderful improve- 
ment has been made in a few years.

with even greater boldness. 


It lias been clear for the past two 


months that Rumania entered

war with very insufficient prepara- 
tion. Whether she was led to do this 
by promises held 
out 
by 
Russia, 


Great Britain or France, or whether 
she madesthe plunge on her own in- 
itiative, believing that Austria-Hun- 
gary had been rendered helpless by 
the sweeping Russian victories 
in 


Galicia. and that the time was most 
opportune for grabbing a 
slice of 


Trasylvania. is not definitely known. 
It is very plain, however, that 
her 


army was in no shape to meet such 
formidable antagonists as the vet- 
eran troops led by von Mackensen 
and von Falkenhayn. After the first 
two or three weeks of the light-heart- 
ed dash into Hungary, Rumania has 
suffered reverse after reverse 
on 


both eastern and 
western 
fronts. 


The fall of Bucharest comes as a 
natural consequence of 
Germany's 


immense superiority in strategy, re- 
sources and men and artillery. Rus- 
sit has apparently been able to 
do 


little for her neighbor and ally. 


It is too early to say what, influ- 


ence this last defeat will ha\e up,on 
the plans of the Entente Powers. The 
English ministerial crisis indicates 
that popular feeling there demands 
a more vigorous prosecution of the 
war, and similar sentiments are re- 
ported from France 
and 
Russia. 


Once John Bull has set himself to a 
task lie does not readily give up, as 
was shown by his 
tenacity in the

couragements. This persistence, ad- 
mirable a sit is, can. however, be of 
little consolation to Rumania after 
the loss of her capital and much ter- 
ritory.

By 
using the liquor from the maraschino 
cherries the grapefruit will need no 
other wine for flavoring., The aspara- 
gus tips should be accompanied by a 
jar of homemade mayonnaise, which 
will stand the journey well if carefully 
packed. The mince pie should travel 
in its original pie plate. Besides a loaf 
of cake, there should be a plentiful 
supply of small cakes and crisp cook- 
ies, packed in tin boxes.

HOW RED CROSS SEAL 


IDEA CAME INTO BEING 


Originating In Norway, Method Wa* 


Taken Up Here Nine Years Ago. 


Over $3,250,000 has been raised'by 


Red Cross Christmas Seals in the last 
eight years, and yet many people who 
will buy these holiday stickers at this 
ninth annual sale do not know how 
this idea originated. 


While Red Cross Seals really date 


back to the Civil War when "Charity 
Stamps" were first used, the first cam- 
paign to sell holiday stickers for the 
tuberculosis fight was only nine years 
ago in Delaware. Miss Emily P. Bis- 
sell of Wilmington read an article by 
Jacob Riis describing stamps used for 
tuberculosis work in Norway, and she 
conceived the idea of a similar plan 
here. Single handed, she launched a 
sale -which resulted in $3,000 clear 
money. 
When Miss Bissell tried to 


convince the American Red Cross that 
this idea should be made national as a 
peace activity of that society, she met 
•with opposition, but finally persuaded 
the authorities, with the result that on 
an investment of a few hundred dol- 
lars $135,000 worth of Seals was sold 
in 1908 and the great national cam- 
paign -was launched. Since then the 
sale has gone forward by leaps and 
bounds, until now the Red Cross Seal 
is an institution in the United States, 
and offers to every one a chance to 
help in the people's fight against the 
people's disease. Last j-ear over 76,- 
000,000 Seais were sold, and this year 
the American Red Cross and The Na- 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, who con- 
duct the sale, arc out for a 100,000,000 
sale or §1.000.000 for the Tuberculosis 
War. 


The policy on which the sale is con- 


ducted is that the money, except for 
tlie deduction of legitimate expenses, 
sball remain in the community where 
the Seals are soid.
